Russian Bariiamtirs in Poland. — A let- I 
tor from WiJua says : — "The civil wnr c.n- j 
tinues. and it is becoming more ami more 
sanguinary and ferocious. The bands, which j 
at first wqr,? composed of from olio to 8110 i 
men. are now not more than 200 at the utmost, . 
und the greater part do not consist of more ! 
than :>0 or 40 men. Tiny remain in the 
forests, where they find il diflicull to sustain 
life. The Russians nrc guided by the pea- 
sants, whom ihey frighten and uorrupi, and 
seaicely allow any quartet to the insurgents, 
The number of prisoners has hecninn so huge 
that all the prisons are gorged, and il is dilli- 
cult to escort the prisotiois across a country 
which is in such a state of ferment. More- 
over, there arc no longer any councils of war 
held; all those who are (taken with arms i.i 
their hands are executed on the spot ; and 
what arms, good heavens !— rusty sabics, 
seythes, pikes, iron-headed sticks ! Revolvers 
are luxuries possessed only by two or Ih C3 
individuals at most among a band of 50 in- 
surgents. Yon know that 300 of the princi- 
pal proprietors have been arrested and hurried 
into the interior ol Itussin, or shut up in the 
citadel. Every day new aricsta tiro made. 
Every peasant who has any complaint to 
make against his lord, an employee, or an 
overseer, every insolvent debtor, is sure to be 
listened to, and his denunciation is imme- 
diately followed by an ai res!. In litis way it I ^c^MaetloiTo^HiTh* 
is desired lo arouse all haired', rancour, 
and vengeance, to light a civil war, and to 
plungo the country into the most frightful 
anarchy." The Czar at the 22d, saja :— A 
Pole, named Krasuski, has been sentenced 
lo receive ;'>0U blows from a stick before being 
shot. The order was executed at Warsaw 
itself. The unfortunate man pasted between 
500 soldiers, and received the appointed 
number of strokes After this terrible in- 
fliction, not being able to stand or to lie 
down, ho supported himself against the wall, 
being enveloped in his cloak. His mother 
had obtained permission lo see him immedi- 
ately afler this barbarous scene, hut he was 
so much disfigured thai she did not recognize 
him. Taking him for n stranger, she asked 
him which way she must go to see her son ! 
Tho only response of the unhappy man was 
to open "his cloak and phow his lacerated 
bod v. Two hours later Krasuski was shot.

THE FRENCH IN MEXICO. 

The confirmation and details brought by 
last stcutner of the capture of the Mexican 
stronghold of Pucbla, by the French forces 
nudet General Forey, show how utterly wjill 
out foundation must have been the various 
telegraphic reports from time to time re- 
ceived of Mexican victories, resulting in great 
losses to the army of intervention, [t is true 
thoy were at no time credited by any except 
Mexicans, anil such of the Americans as 
allowed their national feelings to obscure 
their better judgment. The Crimean war and 
the, Austrc- Italian campaign arc too reccnl 
to allow ol ono forgetting the fighting quali- 
ties of French soldiers, or the generalship o( 
French commanders. It was not to bo sup- 
posed that they were to meet a more formid- 
able enemy in the Mexicans than they en- 
countered in the Austrians and Russians. 
All the organization, the strict discipline, 
efficiency of equipment, and acquaintance 
will) the military art atlaiuahle under the lat- 
ter two governments, are next lo impossible 
in a country situated as Mexico has been 
since she threw oil the yoke of (Spain. What- 
ever amount of lighting it may be productive 
of, anarchy is a bad school for the soldier, 
The constant changes in officers and men, the 
number of small partisan bands, held to- 
gether by no other bund than tho oppor- 
tunity afforded them for plunder, which such 
a state of things is sure to engender utterly 
unfit an army composed of such materials 
from effectively opposing a much smaller but 
better organized force. The success then of 
the French was to be expected. However 
well the Mexicans have fought, they could 
not reasonably have expected lo hold out 
long aguinBt the superior generalship and or- 
ganization — leaving fighting qualities out of 
the question— of the French. They did iheir 
best, however, and deserved the honorable 
treatment offered by Genera! Forey. With 
regard to the measures taken by this com- 
mander one can scarcely help admiring how 
completely ho has done his work, and how 
great are the advantages he has reaped at a 
comparatively small sacrifice of blood or de- 
struction of properly. Tho capture of the 
chief obstacle impeding his march to the 
Capital: Ortega and hi* forces made prison- 
ers, Commonfort defeated and depressed, all 
bavc been done in the most complete manner 
possible, and lead us to infer that 
tho city of Mexico will not. be long 
in sharing tho fate of Pueblu. Presi- 
dent Juarez annoinces his intonlion 
of defending it to the last extremity, and 
when benten there to follow a like course 
wilh regard to other places. It is impossible 
that ho can do much with on army of 18,000, 
for such is reported to be his force, in defend- 
ing a city of tho size of Mexico; especially 
as ihere is no force of any consequence to co- 
operate with him outside. The French, by 
all accounts, cannot have many less than 
.'12,000 men altogether, the greater portion of 
which can be spared for the siege ; so that 
the mere obtaining possession of the place 
cannot lie a task of any great difficulty! 
The Mexicans threaten, however, to sub- 
merge the city, which, from its situation in 
tho midst of lakes, they may easily do: 
though it is very doubtful indeed if they pro- 
ceed to that extremity. If any further struggle 
is to be maintained afier the fall of the capital, 
it will most likely be at Gnannxunto and Zaca- 
tecas to the northward. The probabilities, 
however, are against a prolonged struggle, 
from the fact that the Mexicans will soon be 
convinced that it is useless and unprofitable. 
They will obtain much better terms by nego- 
tion whilst they nro in n position to fight, 
and will also avoid the addition of a large 
war debt to their already great liabilities. 
Besides this possession by the French of the 
southern part of the country, including the 
capital and the chief ports— the good order 
and management introduced by them into 
all departments of government, both local 
and general — will go far to disarm nny ill 
feeling at first prevailing against a foieign 
army of occupation. Already it appears that 
quite a strong sentiment of good will has 
grown up among the inhabitants of the 
country which is now occupied. At Merida, 
the capital of Yucatan, a revolution 
has broken out in favor of the intervention- 
ists, and driven out tho Juarez party. Tho 
fact ol the Mexicans having for years been 
the preyo f so many partizan chieftains who, 
under the name of law and order, have scru- 
pled at no crimes — not even at selling iheir 
country (like Santa Anna), to gain their 
selfish etuis— must induce many of them to 
jump at anything that might produce a 
change for tho better. We do not sea any 
causo for them to fear that the French Gov- 
ernment will do other than what they have 
announced. The French are proverbial for 
endeavoring to carry out great ideas. The 
present occupation of Mexico is decidedly 
one of the most remarkable ideas of the age, 
and will no doubt be carried out according lo 
tho programme sketched in the Emperor's 
letter to General Forey. According to 
European advices, it is believed that the 
French occupation will last four years. The 
1'ivris correspondent of tho Ttiucn says, how- 
aver, that it is probable that as soon as the 
conquest (which is inevitable) is aehieved, 
England will be invited to join France, with 
a view to the organization of Iho country— 
and particularly as to tho organization of the 
finances. Even now, although both In- 
land and Spain have seen lit to withdraw 
from the contest, ye! General Foroy has 
bad regard for their interests, and has set 
apart a portion of the Customs' receipts of 
Vera Cruz for the benefit of the English 
Loud-holders.

WAGES SUIT. 

Joseph Cloall v. M. E. Thompson. — This 
was an action to recover the sum 53f> for 
wages alleged to be due by the defendant to 
the plaintiff, as a lime burner.

Mr. Bishop then submitted the plaintiff to 
a rigid cross-examination, but found him 
conveniently oblivious when questioned as to 
the number of times ho had been drunk and 
neglected his work. 

In answer to the benoh, witness slated that 
ha had only been the worse for liquor once, 
and had then been cautioned, He had never 
neglected his woik. 

While witness was being questioned by the 
magistrate, Mr. liishop, addressing Mr. Cop. 
land, who was flitting near witness, said: 

Mr. Copland — 1 must beg you will not 
speak to ilia witness. 

Mr. Copland, (rising, nnd speaking with 
warmth)— Mr. liisho;, ! 1 would like lo knew 
what business you have to interfere with mo 3 
Your Worship, I claim the protection of the 
court. Mr. Bishop has a personal animosity 
against me. I was not speaking to the wit- 
ness, but another person hero, nnd have no 
right to be insulted in this manner. 

Mr. Peril be Flo h (to Mr. Bishop)— You 
ought to have been more sure, Mr. liishop, 
before you made the charge. 

Mr. liishop— I have no personal feeling in 
the matter. I certainly thought Mr. Copland 
was speaking to the witness. 

A witness was called for the defence, whu 
proved cases of drnnkeness and neglect 
against the plaintiff while in defendant's em- 
ploy, but the bench was of opinion that these 
offences had been condoned, 

Mr. Pamberton — You do not dispute the

Mr. Bishop— No. your honor, but then part 
of our defence is that the money was lo be 
paid out of the first lime. 

Mr. Pemberton— I consider that an illegal 
consideration, which nullifies the agreement.
